» £500,000 DONATED FOR 
IMPROVEMEN TS. 


” ‘Bombay.—Recently the great 
-tport of Bombay has been seriously 
exercised over the’ growing com- 
‘, petition in foreign trade of the 
small ports of the Indian States of 
Kathiawar. The ono whose pro- 
gress haa principally alarmed the 
Bombay port authorities 
Bunder, in Jamnagar State. The 
Jamasheb of , Nawangar (or 
. damnagar ‘as it is generally call- 
. ed), formerly ‘ Ranji” of cricket 
” fame, has during the past 10 years 
spent more than £500,000 in im- 
proving his port. The effect of 
this move has only now begun to 
be fully felt. 
foreign ‘trade which was next to 
nothing, Bedi Bunder last year did 
business to ‘tho extent of nearly 
£500,000. , 


This year the yalue of the im- 
ports has already’ exceeded the 
total for the whole of the - last 

. year. Bombay feels the pinch, and 
go does the Government of India in 
the shape of the - declining Cus- 
toms returns, since the Jamnagar 
port attracts by its low charges 
sugar and other imports, on which 
there, ia ordinarily a high import 
‘duty: 


‘Customs Relmposed. 


This duty goea td swell the ‘te, 
venue of the State instead of the 
coffers of. the Centra] Govern: 
ment, 


Formerly there existed in Kathi- 
awar a Customs line on which the 
States and British India collected 
import and export tolls, but this 
was abolished in 1917, The Go- 
‘yernment then ‘stated that -if 
circumstances. arose _. seriously 
affecting the revenues of British 
‘India the position would have to 
be reconsidered, but an ‘under- 

’ taking waa given that there would 
be no interference with the’ legi- 

_ timate expension of the trade of 
the States. 


A conference was recently calle 

. ed‘and the States were then told 
that they must either agree_to a 
‘form of control or the Customs 
line would be reimposed. - No 
agreement could be reached on the 
contro] question, and the Govern- 
ment has again set up the barrier. 


The States’ rulers, and particu- 
larly the Jamsaheb, resent this 
action, declaring it to be a breach 
of the ‘undertaking not to inter- 
fere wth legitimate expension. _ 


“Ranji” has memorialised the 
Viceroy and tHe Government of 
India, and is now on his way to 
England to Bee the Secretary of
